UTM One Of Four Primory Campuses |n System 

Revamping Includes Six Schools 


In UTM's new role as one of 
four primary campuses In the 
U-T system. It will be acade¬ 
mically reorganized into six 
different schools under a rec¬ 
ommendation approved by the 
U-T Board of Trustees as Its 
meeting In Knoxville October 12. 

U-T AT MARTIN along with 
U-T at Knoxville, the U-T Med¬ 
ical Units at Memphis, and the 
soon-to-be U-T at Chattanooga 
now the university of Chat¬ 
tanooga were designated as pri¬ 
mary campuses when the UT 
Board established the univer¬ 
sity system at its meeting last 
June. Previously, Martin had 
been a branch of the Knoxville 
campus. 

The Martin reorganization, 
recommended by a faculty-ad¬ 
ministrative committee, will 
establish Schools of Liberal 
Arts, Agriculture, Home 
Economics, Business Adminis¬ 
tration, Education, and En¬ 
gineering as the six broad areas 
of study offered on this campus. 
Each of these schools will have 
various subject matter depart¬ 
ments, such as English, mathe¬ 
matics, biological sciences, 
etc., in the School of Liberal 
Arts. 


THIS REORGANIZATION 
does not represent an expan¬ 
sion In present offerings at 
Martin, but It does set up the 
formal organization under 
which new offerings can be 
properly developed to meet the 
needs of students on this camp¬ 
us, explained Chancellor Archie 
R. Dykes. 

The reorganization will be 
consummated during the cur¬ 
rent academic year, and a dean 
will be appointed to head up each 
school. Chancellor Dykes said. 
The head of each department In 
the various schools will be given 
the title of chairman. 

IN OTHER ACTION a faculty 
senate for UT - Martin was 
approved by the UT Board of 
Trustees In Its meeting Sat¬ 
urday In Knoxville. 

In making the recommenda¬ 
tion to the trustees. President 
A. D. Holt said: “U-T Mar¬ 
tin should have a faculty sen¬ 
ate similar to the one at Knox¬ 
ville to consider and recom¬ 
mend academic policies. A 
faculty senate will give the 
faculty a more orderly way to 
evaluate academic matters, 
such as curricula, scholarship, 
degree requirements and 
faculty welfare.”

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NASA Program Given 
At Engineer’s Meeting

Tlie Engineers’ Club presented a program about the activities 
and goals of the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) October 16. 

THE SPEAKER WAS Mr. John D. Beal Jr., a deputy branch 
chief In the George C. Marshall Flight Center’s Quality and 
Reliability Assurance Laboratory at Huntsville, Alabama. 

Beal discussed the present and future moon shots by NASA 
In the Apollo space program and ■ 


two other stages of space ex¬ 
ploration. The three stages In 
space exploration according to 
Mr. Beal are unmanned space 
probes for scientific observa¬ 
tion, unmanned satellites for 
practical purposes, and manned 
space flights. 

He showed some co|or slides 
of the moon and planets taken 
by such satellites as the Ranger 
and Marlneer probes. His ex¬ 
hibit Included pictures of the 
various parts in the assembly 
of a Saturn IB rocket which 
carried the Apollo VTl space 
craft two weeks ago. 

"The Saturn IB rocket has 
six million pounds of thrust In 
Its first stage and can carry a 
four million pound payload," 
Beal reported. 

BEAL NOTED some new 
changes and Improvements In 
the Apollo spacecraft since last 
year’s tragic fire in a practice 


maneuver that took the lives of 
three astronauts. 

"The hatch was socompllcat- 
ed that It would take almost a 
minute to open." Beal pointed 
out In explaining the astronauts 
deaths. "NASA has made a 
new hatch which will open In 
only about five seconds," he 
added. New spacesults were 
also noted as Improvements in 
the Apollo program. 


BEAL SPOKE of the future 
moonshots, especially the 
scheduled orbit of the moon 
by the Apollo VIII capsule late 
In December. He gave a de¬ 
scription of how astronauts will 
land on the moon and forecast 
that when two astronauts land 
on the moon, one will carry a 
television camera so that the 
entire world will see the Ameri¬ 
can flag placed In the surface 
of the moon.

Arrlying from New Orleans, 
Miss Marilyn Manning, 
Instructor of Spanish, Miss 
Kathleen Phillips, acquisi¬ 
tions librarian, and Mrs. Leah 
Geiger, Miss Phillips’ aunt, 
landed In Merida, Mexico, for 
a five day visit this summer.

“I 
was somewhat enllghted as to 
what the U.S. Is doing In Cen¬ 
tral America. A visit to two 
different American Cultural 
Centers, one In Costa Rica 
and the other In Honduras, re¬ 
inforced among persons of 
different cultures,’’ Miss 
Manning said. 

ALL OVER Central Amer¬ 
ica people had sympathy and 
even empathy for the people of 
the United States concerning 
the death of President John F. 
Kennedy. Miss Manning 

feels the people have a favor¬ 
able impression of the United 
States and are well-informed 
of happenings In our country. 

"Sincerity, concern, aware¬ 
ness of and genuine interest In 
other people, serenity, and 
a real feeling for life are 
admirable qualities seen in the

12 tunes within two days," 

"Our music Is soul," Dave 
Prater broke In. He leaned 
against a cabinet with his arms 
folded across his lime short 
coat. "Soul music was really 
the first. 'Then came all the 
varieties that have been popu¬ 
lar In the past few years, but 
soul Is still going strong to¬ 
day.’’ 

NEITHER OF 'THE duoclalms 
a favorite song from all their 
recordings. "We can’t have a 
favorite,’’ they grin, "we gotta 
love ’em all;’’ 

Sam and Dave traveled to 
Europe with the late Otis Red¬ 
ding— the tour was Redding's 
last— and the Stax-Volt Re¬ 
vue. They were sell-outs In 
every city they played and were, 
according to one fan, "prais¬ 
ed like God." 

"rr WAS AN experience be¬ 
cause we had never been over¬ 
seas,” Sam recalled. "Eu¬ 
ropean audiences are usually 
very demanding, and we want¬ 
ed to see If we could hold our 
own. It was fantastic. We 
broke all records. We were 
received to the point where we 
were Invited to come back, and 
we may return In the spring." 

Dave added, "A rythm and 
blues group usually lasts about 
two weeks In Europe. We were 
there for two months playing 


nine cities, it's unusual to 
last that long. People are 
more critical over there." 

ALTHOUGH THE team has 
traveled all over the United 
States and Europe, neither 
member can name a place they 
liked above all the others. 

‘■I can't really say what’s 
been my favorite place,” said 
Sam thoughtfully, "We've been 
highly received so many places. 
But I’ll tell you one thing. We 
love college concerts. 'That's 
really our thing now," 

SAM AND DAVE are a top 
recording team and are rapid¬ 
ly rising even higher. Their 
spontaneous performances at¬ 
tract audiences Including every 
age group. It’s really worth It 
to hold on when they're coming.

Horaecomlng marks possibly 
the Volunteers toughest n-ld 
cooteet of the season when they 
host Delta State College, Satur¬ 
day at 2 p. m. 

BOTH TEAMS WILL be try¬ 
ing to get back on the winning 
track, since each has suffered 
defeat on the last outing. The 
Statesmen were downed 32-27 
by The University of Southwest¬ 
ern Louisiana last week, making 
their record 2-3, while the 
Orangemen at U-T Martin were 
defeated 16-12 by Jacksonville 
State two weeks ago, to make 
their season’s mark 1-2-1.
